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3-Cent Tax Cut Looms

The Menlo Park city council Tues- 
day night received a tentative bud- 
get for 1950-51 totaling $229,648 and 
proposing a tax rate of $1.15, down 
three cents from that of last year. 

Councilmen took the proposals un- 
der consideration preparatory to 
calling a public hearing. 

TO ACT NEXT MONTH 

A budget will be adopted and tax 
rate set sometime next month after 
final assessed valuation figures are 
received from the county assessor. 

As submitted by City Manager Ce- 
cil Longson, the budget calls for

expending $35,558 for general gov- 
ernment, including the city mana- 
ger’s office, legal expenses and other 
general items. 

Added to this is $194,060 for de- 
partment expenditures, bringing the 
total to $229,648. 
$216,620 LAST YEAR 

The budget for the fiscal year 
ended last June 30 was $216,620. 

Estimated receipts for 1950-51 are 
$217,440, plus a cash balance as of 
last June 30 of $71,000 for total funds 
of $288,440. With expenses of $229,- 
648, a balance of $58,792 was esti- 
mated for June 30, 1951. 

The proposed tax cut of 3 cents 
was in contrast to that of 2 cents re- 
cently estimated by Longson and 
Mayor Charles P. Burgess. 


. TWO LEVIES CUT 


The 3-cent cut would be effected 
by reducing the levy for general 
government to 97 from 98 cents, and 
that for bond interest-redemption 
to 8 cents from 10, 

The levy for employe retirement 
funds would remain at 10 cents. 

A year ago, the overall tax rate 
was cut 7 cents, from $1.25 to $1.18 
from the previous fiscal year. The 
heavy slash was made possible large- 
ly by increased assessed valuations 
following the Belle Haven and Su- 
burban Park annexations. 


Police To Expand 
Auxiliary Arm 


Complement of Menlo Park’s po- 
lice auxiliary will be increased from 
13 to 20 men, it was announced this 
week by Chief George Potter. 

The unit. designed “*o aid regular 
police forces in cases of disaster or 
emergency, is being expanded to 
meet the needs of a growing city, 
Chief Potter stated. 

Auxiliary members meet each Fri- 
day night at the police station for 
inustruction in pertinent subjects 
including disaster and emergency 
measures, police photography, laws 
of arrest and first aid. 

In addition, members of the aux~ 
iliary unit ride with regular patrol- 
men on their beats. 

A drill held by the auxiliary unit 
last week was pronounced “success- 
ful” by the chief, when all members 
respond to a call to the police sta- 
tion within 10 minutes after the 
first call was made.

Rev. Mother Mary, 
MP Monastery 
Founder, Dies Here 


Solemn requiem high mass was 
celebrated Saturday for the Very 
Rev. Mother Mary of the Rosary, 
O, P., Mother Foundress of the Do- 
minican Nuns’ Corpus Christi mon- 
astery on Oak Grove avenue, who 
died there last week. 

She had been a religious for the 
past 60 years. 

Born Mary Louisa McMahon, 
Mother Mary of the Rosary was 
graduated from Manhattanville col- 
lege of the Sacred Heart in 1885. She 
later entered Corpus Christi Monas- 
tery at Hunt’s Point, New York, 
where she made Profession in 1892. 
FOUNDED IN §, F. 

Accompanied by seven other Do- 
minican Nuns, Mother Mary arriv- 
ed in San Francisco June 2, 1921, to 
establish a Monastery of the Domin- 
ican Contemplative Nuns in the 
Archdiocese of the late Archbishop 
Hanna, The first home of the rnon- 
astery was the former Berthe Welch 
residence at 1090 Eddy street, San 
Francisco. 

A larger “establishment became 
necessary with growth of the mona- 
stery and in 1928 a site was selected 
in Menlo Park. A chapel and two 
wings were erected at the time. 

Due to the greatly increased num- 
ber of members of the order resid- 
ing there, it was necessary to com- 
pete the building with two additional 
wings built in 1947. The work was 
undertaken under the direction of 
Mpther Mary who, with the permis- 
sion of Archbishop Mitty, assumed 
the debt for the project.

MP, Ravenswood Schools Get Budgets; 
Fire District Weighs Bond Issue 


Ravenswood school district trus- 
tees Monday*night approved a ten- 
tative budget of $531,751 for the 
coming school year at a meeting 
which also saw George Gayer elect- 
ed chairman of the board and Frank 
Reece elected Secretary. 

The tentative budget includes 
$403,325 for operating expenses and 
a capital outlay of $99,000 during 
1950-51. 

The district has an assessed valu- 
ation of $8,000,000, taxes of which 
finance its share of the cost of ed- 
ucating an anticipated 1900 pupils, 
district superintendent Stanley O 
Schnepple said. 

The tax rate has not been set and 
will depend on findings of the coun- 
ty department of education, he add- 
ed, but may be near the legal limit 
of $2.40 for each $100 assessed valu- 
ation, 

AWAIT STATE FIGURES 

The amount forthcoming from the 
state, based on average daily attend- 
ance and other formulas, was also 
undecided, Schnepple stated. 

A sum of $295,950 has been as- 
signed for salaries of the district’s 
93 teachers, principals and supervis- 
ors. 

The budget, following review by 
county authorities, will be returned 
to the district trustees for a public 
hearing and final discussion and 
adoption. 

The newly elected chairman re- 
places Clarence Hynes, who acted 
in that capacity for the past year. 

Gayer was previously secretary of 
the board. 

In another action, the board auth- 
orized the calling of bids on gas, oil, 
some desks and a school bus to %e 
purchased by the district for the 
coming school year. Two school 
buses are in operation at present.

Menlo Park school district trustees 
Monday night approved a $311,059 
tentative budget for next school year 
before submitting it to county school 
authorities, and set August 7 as date 
for a public hearing. 

The tentative budget includes 4 
current expense figure of $235,360 
for the school year—approximately 
$200 for each child receiving a year’s 
education. Major item in this sec- 
tion of the budget will be salaries -of 
the 46 teachers of the district: $150,- 
000. 
$290,460 INCOME 

Total income of the district will 
be $290,460; funds raised from tax- 
ation in the district were given in 
the budget as $157,895 and $132,565 
was given as the amount expected 
from state sources. 

The difference between that and 
the budget will be made up from 
funds left from the current budget 
and other sources.

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== Of Taxes 
(QS Soaring 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


Last week this column dealt with 
the encroachment of the national 
government on the functions and 
prerogatives of the states and their 
political subdivisions through a gob- 
bling up of tax sources. Our burden 
of taxation is now stupendous, yet 
states, cities, counties and school dis- 
tricts are receiving only a meager 
share of the resulting revenue be- 
cause of the federal] slice of the pie. 

Subsequently, I made an effort 
to obtain some figures on this situ- 
ation. Thirty-five years ago, in 
1915, the federal government re- 
ceived 30 per cent of the taxes, 
the states 18, and the local govern- 
ments 52. 

In 1927, a relatively normal post 
World War I year, the percentages 
were federal 37, states 18, and local 
45. Ten years ago in 1940, the ratio 
was federal 39, states 26, and local 
35. But then looking at 1948, the 
latest year for which TI could obtain 
figures, we find federal 74, states 13, 
and local governments 13! 

In 35 years the local share has 
shrunk to one-quarter of what it 
was, while the federal share has in- 
creased two and. one-half times. 

On a per capita basis our total tax 
burden has increased from $20.48 in 
1915 to $357.32 in 1948, or by 17% 
times! The cost-of-living index, a 
fairly good indication of the depreci- 
ation in the purchasing power of the 
dollar, increased 2% times in the 
period, Federal taxes increased from 
$6.16 per capita to $263.99, or 43 
times! 

States were not too bashful eith- 
er, increasing from $3.71 to $47.75, 
or thirteen times. But the local 
governments, which give you your 
police and fire protection, oper- 
ate your schools, maintain your 
streets, sewers, parks and play- 
grounds, administer your public 
welfare and relief, maintain your 
rural roads, and provide you with 
government at the grass roots lev- 
el, increased from $10.60 to $45.58, 
or 41% times, little over the de- 
crease in the purchasing power of 
the dollar in the period despite our 
greatly higher standards of sani- 
tation, education, streets, recrea- 
tion and other services, 

The maintenance of these higher 
standards has been made possible 
by increasing handouts from _ the 
states and from the federal govern- 
ment to the local governments. But 
a dollar that comes from the tax- 
payers’ pockets and goes to Wash- 
ington to be returned to states and 
local governments in subventions 
comes back closer to 75 cents. 

Your local government provides 
you far more efficient services, and 
is far more responsive to your con- 
trol and well-being, than is the 
Washington bureaucracy. The Kor- 
ean situation, which we all hope 
will not develop into something even 
more serious, tempers what I have 
to say. But for that, I would urge 
we do all we can to reduce the func- 
tions of the federal government, re- 
sist all federal subventions to states 
and their subdivisions and reduce 
federal taxes. 
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MP BUILDING RECORD 


Hand-in-hand with announcement that Menlo Park’s pop- 
ulation officially is 13,537 is disclosure that building construc- 
tion in the city during the fiscal year ended June 30 far out- 
Stripped that of previous years, with permits issued for con- 
struction valued at $7,299,875. 

The city’s rapid post-war growth, particularly during the 
last two years, has been obvious even to the casual observer, 
but the expansion really strikes home with a bang when cold 
figures are offered. The census report of 13,537 was in con- 
trast to the city council’s estimate of 12,000. 

The magnitude of the building surge can be appreciated 
by the fact the value of construction authorized in 1949-50 
was nearly $179,850 more than the city’s assessed valuation 
of $7,020,025 for the preceding fiscal year. 

Of course the figures are not truly comparable, since 
assessed valuations are based on a fraction of actual worth, 
but nevertheless they point up decidedly the building growth 
in this city. 

Our city councilmen set up in 1948 an 11-point program 
of development looking toward the time when Menlo Park 
reaches the 20,000 population regarded as desirable for a 
community of this kind. The council set no official estimate 
as to the year in which that growth will be attained, but surel 
it must have an unofficial idea as to when it will be. It may 
well. happen the 20,000 population will be a reality sooner 
than anyone expects. 


NEW CHURCH IN MAKING 


Within a month, Lutherans of Menlo Park and vicinity will 
have their own services and their own pastor. In the plan- 
ning stage for some tir.1e, the new congregation now has taken 
definite form with calling of a minister and arrangements 
to use the city council chambers as a temporary place for 
regular services. Building plans will come later. 

Lutherans of this area have been able to conduct their 
own Sunday school under supervision of lay members at the 
council chambers, but have had to attend church services in 
other cities. 

As a result of some hard work by members, a new congre- 
gation is being formed and the pastor, Rev. Orval Oswald, a 
St. Louis seminary graduate, will begin regular Sunday ser- 
vices August 13. 

The new church, of the Lutheran Missouri synod, will be the 
third to be formed in Menlo Park within less than three years. 
The others are the St. Raymond's Catholic parish and the First 
Baptist church which, in the comparatively short time since 
their organization, have become important parts of commun- 
ity life. 

Undertaking a new church is no small task, and the group 
of Lutherans who began the move are to be congratulated. 
We extend to the lay members, the incoming pastor and other 
Lutheran clergymen who have aided in the work the best 
wishes for outstanding success.

Time Is Nearing 
To Decide on 
Using Benefits 


The time of decision is “closer 
than you think” for World War II 
veterans who have not yet used any 
or all of their entitlement to the 
education and training benefits of 
the GI bill of rights, according to 
Floyd D. Granger, veterans service 
officer, San Mateo county. 

pproximately one out of three 
eligible veterans has never taken 
advantage of this type of benefit, 
probably because he had no need 
for it, Granger said. On the other 
hand, only a very small proportion 
of GI bill students have gone as 
far as permitted by their entitle- 
ment, which is based on the length 
of their wartime service. 

For mest veterans, the final 
deadline for pursuing studies or 
on-the-job training under the GI 
bill is July 25, 1951. They must 
actually be pursuing a course or 
training program at that time if 
they wish to continue receiving 
subsistence allowance and other 
benefits. School vacation periods 
are not counted as interruptions. 

“The time to decide finally wheth- 
er to use your remaining GI edu- 
cation and training benefits is right 
now, not next year,” Granger ad- 
vises veterans. “Educational pro- 
grams must be planned and ar- 
rangements made well in advance.

This is something we’d been mean- 
ing to look into for some time, but 
we never quite got around to it. 

What inspired the action was re- 
ceipt of a publicity release from the 
Veterans Administration Hospital 
(we'll call it just that at this point 
and not attempt to locate it). 

Since the Belle Haven annexa- 
tion of February, 1949, the vets 
hospital has been a part of Menio 
Park. Its inclusion was necessary 
to provide a contiguous area be- 
tween Belle Haven and what then 
were southeastern limits of Menlo 
Park. 

Now this release was headeq up 
“Veterans Administration Hospital, 
Palo Alto, Calif.” The institution has 
been kicked around geographically 
ever since the annexation, various 
publications labelling it as being of 
“Palo Alto,” “North Palo Alto,” “East 
Palo Alto” and sometimes “Menlo 


Park.” 


A phone call to the office of Gen. 
A. W. Waldron, manager of the hos- 
pital, gave us the reassuring news 
the Palo Alto heading doesn’t mean 
a thing.
